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AFTER 14 YEARS OF HIDING IN THE 
shadow of Russia’s democratic revo- 
lution, Ukraine has finally stepped 
onto the world stage with a genuine 
insurrection of its own. 

The sight of thousands of people— 
mostly young—massed in the chilly 
main square of Kiev, Ukraine's capi- 
fal, calls up memories of similar 
protests at the dawn of the post-com- 
munist era in Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
East Germany, Russia and even 
Ukraine itself. 

The protesters have won the first 
round. Last week the Ukrainian 
Supreme Court nullified the outcome 
of the Noy 21 presidential election run 
off in the face of widespread evidence 
of fraud, and called a new election for 

Dec. 26. That gives the ters’ 
avourite, Viktor Yuschchenko, 
whom most international observers 
believe would have won if the votes 
ad been honestly counted, the inside 
track to become Ukaaine’s next presi- 
dent. 

But will win at last in 
L craine? It may not be that simple.

Thanks to a “growing sense of Gvic 
entitlement and genuine empower- 
ment,” writes Alexander Motyl, a spe- 
cialist on Ukraine and central Europe 
at Rutgers University in New Jersey. 
“Ukraine's people progressively 
became citizens.” 

All the same, Ukraine's progress 
towards a genuine democratic rebirth 
is hampered by the muddy webbing 
of recent history. The self- declared 
reformers who are now the heroes of 
the Kiev crowd were part of the dis-

credited regime, and several have 
murky ties to Ukraine's corrupt oli- 
garchy.

Russia dominates the 
country’s economy and will always 
remain central to its political future. 

Russian President Vladimir Putin 
blundered by openly throwing his 
support behind the candidate of the 
current regime—Viktor 
Yanukovich—and made things worse 
by appearing to support separatist 
threats in Ukraine's industrial heart- 
land, where backing for Yanukovich 
and Russia is greatest.

Snow falls on Edmonton's memor 
ial for the victims of the December 
6, 1989 massacre of 14 women at 
Montreal's Ecole Polytechnique. 
Statistics Canada 2001 figures 
indicate that 51 per cent of 
Canadian women 16 and over 
have been the victims of at least 
one act of physical or sexual 
violence, and women are still 
vastly more likely than men to be 
the victims of "crimes against the 
person.” 


It also means playing a direct role 
in post-election bargaining between 
Kiev and Moscow, by persuading 
Russia that its hopes of taking its 
rightful place in global politics will 
depend on the treatment of its neigh- 
bour. 

Moscow’s interest in a stable 
friendly government on its westem 
border will have to be acknowledged 
But ultimately, a successful Ukrainian 
renaissance will provide new impetus 
for thwarted democratic dreams 
across the region—from Belarus to 
Russia itself. 

The West backed away from the 
challenge in 1991. Now, even if it 
means colliding with the restless neo- 
imperialists in the Kremlin, it can’t do 
so again.

Preserving resources is a collective commitment; 
but are we ready to control our own habits? 


IN OCTOBER, JUST IN TIME FOR 
Hallowe'en, the World Wildlife 
Fund issued its frightening Living 
Planet Report, which shows that 
humanity continues to consume 
resources and destroy ecosystems at 
a rate that overshoots Earth’s ability 
to produce and restore. And the gap 
is widening. 

This deficit spending cannot last; 
it will be brought to a halt either by 
self-restraint or by catastrophe. 

The problem, of course, is that 
international negotiations meant to 
address the problem generally go 
something like this: “You've got too 
many cars!” say poor countries. “Oh 
yeah? Well, you've got too many 
people!” say the rich ones. 

Energy consumption is perhaps 
the most divisive issue. The United 
States, the United Kingdom and 
Australia together consume more 
energy each year than India, 
Pakistan, Japan, China, the Koreas, 
Southeast Asia and the Pacific 
Islands combined. Those Asian- 
Pacific nations have more than 10 
times as many people as are in the 
US, UK, and Australia, and yet the 
latter use almost 10 times as much 
energy per head as they do. 

History shows that lower popula- 
tion growth usually results from an 
improved standard of living. But the 
Wildlife Fund says overall resource 
consumption must be cut almost in 
half for the planet to have a fighting 
chance. Humans are now spending 
natural resources at a rate equal to 
120 per cent of Earth’s biological 
capacity. The Wildlife Fund says 
that we must gradually reduce that 
figure to about 67 per cent by 2050,

body. An American toddler, in turn, 
is hooked up to a support system 
that dwarfs that of even he blue 
whale: a planet-wide industrial 
infrastructure. 

We humans have the unique 
ability to extend our “energy 
networks” far beyond our 
physical bodies. As we've 
drawn upon greater quanti- 
ties of fossil fuels and other 
resources, we have built soci- 
eties in which people have 
education, contracep- 
tives and pension 
plans, all of which 
encourage smaller fami- 
lies. 

The people of rich 
nations might like to 
believe that high consump- 
tion has thereby freed them 
from the laws of nature. But 
Moses and Brown’s analysis 
says the lunch isn’t free: “We 
hypothesize that parents face a 
tradeoff between the number of 
offspring and the energetic invest- 
ment in each offspring... the per- 
ceived energetic investment 
(including material goods and 
education) required for a child 
to be competitive in a given 
society is greater in more con- 
sumptive societies.” 

Of course, in biology, no mathe- 
matical relationship is absolute. 
Looking at those nations that devi- 
ate from the overall trend can be as 
instructive as studying those that 
follow it. For example, birth rates in 
10 oil-producing nations whose citi- 
zens have unfettered access to fossil 
fuels are much higher than would

Why can’t Canadian women use the alternative to surgical abortions that’s approved in 29 other countries? 


SAY WHAT YOU WILL ABOUT 
Christian conservatives; they are 
nothing if not predictable. Consider, 
for example, their reaction last 
month to the US Food and Drug 
Administration's strengthening of 
the warning label on mifepristone, 
also known as RU-486 or the abor- 
tion pill. 

“RU-486 doesn’t need a better 
label, it needs to be shelved,” railed 
Cathy Cleaver Ruse of the US 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 
“Young women depend upon the 


safety of FDA-approved drugs. How 


many have to die before this killer 
drug is taken off the market?” 

Wendy Wright represents 
Concerned Women for America— 
the mission of which “is to protect 
and promote Biblical values among 
all citizens—first through prayer, 
then education, and finally by influ- 
encing our society—thereby revers- 
ing the decline in moral values in 
our nation.” In an interview with the 
New York Times, she knavishly 
lamented, “How many more 
women have to die before FDA will 
put women’s health and lives above 
the politics of abortion?” 

The FDA’s decision to change the 
warming label came after a 
California woman's death last win- 
ter, the third to have allegedly 
occurred as a result of a mifepris- 
tone-induced abortion. Interestingly, 
the coroner's report in the latest case 
indicated that a different compound, 
methotrexate, had been used to ter- 
minate the pregnancy. In fact, 
mifepristone has never been estab- 
lished as the causative factor in any 
fatality in the US. Nevertheless, with 
the Republican dominated Congress 
threatening to suspend the drug’s 
licence, the FDA moved to bolster 
the warning. 

The resurgence of the controversy 
over mifepristone south of the bor- 
der draws attention to a number of 
important barriers that women in 
this country face when accessing 
non-surgical abortions. Although 
Canada is the only industrialised 
nation without a criminal statute on 
“procuring a miscarriage,” Canadian 
women are by no-means spoilt by 
the abortion services available to 
them. Generally speaking, physi- 
cians can induce an abortion by two 
distinct routes: the traditional surgi- 
cal method, known as vacuum-aspi- 
ration, or the use of several drug 
combinations, often referred to as 
“medical” abortions. 

At the moment, Canadian women 
are not in peril of losing their consti- 
tutional right to choose. Ironically, 
though, it is exactly because abortion 
has lost most of its teeth as a political 
issue in Canada (and because the rel- 
evant regulatory agency is ineffi- 
cient, obstructionist or both) that 

access to safe and effective medical 
alternatives remains woefully inade- 
quate.

The “it” to which she refers is 
mifepristone. Despite being on the 
market in 29 nations, including 
America, Spain, Holland, Denmark, 
Britain, Sweden, Israel, Germany, 
China and Russia, mifepristone 
remains unavailable to Canadian 
women, over 15 years after it was 
first licensed in France. Moreover, 
evidence suggests that it will be 
years before it reaches gynaecolo- 
gists offices here, if ever. 

Clinical trials compiled over the 
past two decades have demonstrat- 
ed that mifepristone followed 36 to 
48 hours later by a dose of misopros- 
tol (a drug to induce uterine contrac- 
tions) leads to a complete abortion in 
upwards of 95 per cent of 
women. Adverse effects are 
rare, deaths are virtually 
unheard of, satisfaction rates 
are high and surgical 
complications are ren- 
dered moot. In fact, 
a woman has a 

far greater prob- 
ability of dying 
in child birth 
than from 


the com- 
plications of 
a mifepristone- 
induced abortion. 
Women can also 
choose the time and 
place to self-administer 
the misoprostol, a fact that 
has led sociologist Carole Joffre 
to conclude that “With mifepristone- 
misoprostol abortion, the patient has 
considerably more agency than in 
may other areas of medicine, includ- 
ing surgical abortion.” 

Dr. Kim Luton, president of the 
Canadian Abortion Rights Action 
League (CARAL), acknowledged

“Whereas if she comes to the clinic, 
she’s here maybe an hour first visit, 
15 minutes the subsequent visits, 
and the doctor does it all.” 

Should the Kensington have its 
quota slashed, the medical abortion 
option would not likely survive the 
inevitable operation reductions. “If 
we do get cut back as the region is 
threatening to do, we probably will 
lose that service,” predicts Posyniak 
Due to the hospital's inefficiency, she 
is sure that the Peter Lougheed 
Centre will make no moves to offer 

medical abortions, thereby 
leaving Alberta women 
without recourse to non-surgi- 
cal abortions.

Since its approval in the United 
States in 2000, Mifeprex has been 
used by 360,000 women and indi- 
rectly linked to the deaths of three. 
Recently, the government issued a 
statement assuring the public that 
Mifeprex will remain on the mar- 
ket.

They do not feel safe to disclose 
their decision to those around 
them, so in the rare instances when 
problems do arise, they are often 
trying to navigate them alone. As a

Directorate’s record for licensing 
new hormonal contraceptives is 
poor; the last birth control pill to 
have been approved was Alesse in 
December, 1997.

In their study, entitled “Canadian

amongst other deficiencies, 
Canadian women have access to far 
fewer hormonal contraceptive 
products than their peers in 
America, Denmark, Australia, 
Britain, France and Sweden. More 
important, the authors concluded 
that “The Canadian Drug regulato- 
ry environment appears to resist the 
introduction of new hormonal con- 
traceptives that have been judged 
by other regulatory jurisdictions to 
be safe and efficacious.

AT THE HEART OF WAYSON CHOY’S 
Giller-nominated novel All that 
Matters are the elusive nature of 
truth, simple acts of decency, and 
the healing power of forgiveness. Set 
Vancouver's Chinatown in the 1930s 
and ’40s, All that Matters traces the 
story of Kiam-Kim, First Son, and 
the Chen Family 

C hoy Says the novel is a compan- 
ion book to his 1995s best seller. “The 
Jade Peony had the story of the First 
Son in it, but it was 75 pages, and my 
publisher, my agent, and my editors 
all agreed this was the paternal side 


of Chinatown because this is [about] 
the First Son, and he'd been taken 
over by the politicians and the men 
of Chinatown. They felt The Jade 
Peony was the maternal side, the 
story of the mothers and the care 
givers in the home. A publisher 
came to me six years ago and asked 
if | would write the story of the First 
Son. It was interrupted by a near 
death episode in 2001, when I was 
writing the book, and I rewrote the 
book and here it is 2004 and it’s fin- 
ished” 

All that Matters, with its mult-lay- 
ered plot and peeling back of layers 
to expose truth, asks some tough 
questions about family history— 
how does the past shape an individ- 
ual, can one know too much. Choy 


says it wasn’t until his first novel 
was published that he found out the 
truth of his existence. “I was on the 
radio in Vancouver, and I spoke 
about the book; the secrets of 
Chinatown. [When I was growing 
up] | was warned by the people who 
raised me, ‘Be careful what you do 
because it comes back to you,’ and 
sure enough somebody decided to 
call the radio station and ask if I 
knew this secret, that | was adopted 
And so at the age of 55, I discovered 
I was adopted... I discovered it on 
April Fool's day!” 

Rather than allowing the discov- 
ery to destroy his sense of self, Choy 
delved into the mysteries of families, 
secrets, and truth telling. 

“All families are secretive and all 
lives are. We don’t want everyone to 
know everything about us, and we 
hope for that unconditional love 
where they don’t need that kind of 
information; they'll love us as we 
are. In All That Matters, | really want- 
ed to tell the story of a decent family 
and a loving family. They're 
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entrapped by their 
racism and a racist 
society, but they 
meant well, they 
meant to do well, 
and I think that’s 
true of most fami- 
lies who don’t 
make the news- 
papers, who 
don’t make the 
headlines, who 
aren’t dysfunc- 
tional in a dra- 
matic or melo- 
dramatic way, 
who are simply 
surviving and 
struggling to 
cope with the 
dark times. 
There are the 
same dark 
times today— 
war, 
famine...” 
Certainly 
All that 
Matters evokes 
a time where poverty was the rule 
rather than the exception, and where 
the helping hand of kindness could 
mean the difference between life and 
death. Choy says that bond of decen- 
cy ties this historical story firmly into 
the present. “Tt’s a story that res- 
onates today, and it certainly made 
me pay attention more after I had 
survived my near death experience: 
everything counts, everything mat- 
ters—especially a decent act. The 
two symbols in my book are the 
dragon and the butterfly. The drag- 
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on is 
the power, the forces of life, but I 
was haunted by the chaos theory 
that suggested that a butterfly flap- 
ping its wings 2000 miles away can 
change the direction or power of a 
tornado. Acts of decency are like 
that. When they’re done at the right 
time, the right moment, they are 
ordinary acts but, 2000 days later, 
that child or that person chooses the 
light over darkness because of that 
single act.”

BLAME IT ON CANADA AND A GUY 
named Gideon Sundback, a Swed- 
ish immigrant working in the Uni- 
versal Fastener Company in the 
early 1900s. It was his refinement of 
the zipper, a device that allows for 
quicker access to mysterious places, 
that hailed the dawn of a morally 
bankrupt society. At least that is the 
way John Lithgow’s character sees it 
in Kinsey. 

Director Bill Condon continues in 





the spirit of his acclaimed film Gods 
and Monsters, probing a subject 
whose life is riddled with contradic- 
tions and ambiguity. Under the 
microscope this time is Alfred 
Kinsey, a scientist who laboured in 
obscurity until he transferred his 
obsessive passion for the gall wasp 
to the sexual proclivities of humans. 

Attempting to dissect Kinsey's 
life and work (which were inextrica- 
bly intertwined) and pack it into a 
two-hour film would seem daunt- 
ing, but Condon uses some nice 
stylistic touches that make Kinsey 
not only enlightening but also enter- 
taining. 

The film opens with a black and 
white shot of a young man asking 
questions. As the older man sitting 


across the table answers, the camera 
gives us brief fragments of informa- 
tion that serve as clues in complet- 
ing the portrait of Kinsey (Liam 
Neeson). In reality, the young man 
is a disciple of Kinsey’s, learning the 
techniques of interviewing subjects 
in order to gather their sexual histo- 
ry. This is a very delicate process, 
and we realize later that only those 
who are blessed with the combined 
attributes of diplomacy and intelli- 
gence are asked to join Kinsey’s 
team of researchers. Kinsey’s under- 
going his own rigorous interview- 
ing process gives us a porthole into 
his past, exposing clues that help us 
understand his eventual metamor- 
phosis from a young zoology stu- 
dent at Harvard to a pioneering sex

researcher whose profile graced the 
cover of popular magazines in the 
1940s and ‘50s 

We learn that Kinsey rebels 
against his father’s wishes and 
attends Harvard to escape a repres- 
sive home environment. After grad- 
uating, Kinsey is offered a job teach- 
ing biology at Indiana University, 
where he meets a female student 
whom he later marries. Kinsey's 
complex relationship with his wife 
Clara (Laura Linney) serves as a 
direct inspiration for his interest in 
sex, both clinical and personal. He 
realizes, after having to consult with 
a physician in order to overcome a 
problem, just how little is known 
about sex, and applies to studying 
human sexual behavior the same

a little ironic. But read “enduring” as 
a verb and it makes more litera’ 
and suddenly it’s not so funny any- 
more.

He has 
taken his live-in girlfriend re 
(Samantha Morton) ona romantic 
picnic in an impossibly verdant 
English meado rprising her with 
champagne, it’s clear that he means to 
propose to her, and by their almost 
resigned demeanor it’s also clear that 
this moment is a long tim ming. 
Suddenly, their moment is inter- 
rupted by a hot-air balloon, a huge 
red uterus hanging like a looming 
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threat to Joe's nicely sanitized and

ships. An old man struggles to hold 
the aircraft down while his grandson 
yelps helplessly in the basket. After 
what seems to be an eternity of hesita- 
tion, Joe and several other onlookers 
rush forward to help the old man and 
appear to have succeeded in rescuing 
the boy until things suddenly go very 
very awry and one of the men dies in 
a most horrible way. 

Joe, who has become the reluctant 
leader of the rescue party, finds the 
unfortunate corpse in.a sheep pasture, 
where one of the other rescuers, Jed 
(Rhys Ifans) decides the two of them 
should pray for the deceased. Joe is as 
uptight about faith as he is about his 
feelings, but grudgingly kneels beside 
a sheep at Jed’s insistence. 

This interaction sparks an obses- 
sion in Jed, who decides that in that 
moment something special passed 
between them. Love. Here, the movie 
seems to hatch two minds: in one 
lurks a typical psycho-stalker scenario 
complete with the discovery of a “Joe 
shrine,” ending with a scary con- 
frontation; in the other we encounter 
the horror of the minutiae of a dissolv- 
ing (yet otherwise ordinary) relation- 

p. The second is far more interest- 
ing. 
In fact, the thriller elements (which 


to be fair, are easier to market and for 


most people easier to understand) 
kind of ruin what the film could be. 
Just when the film gets around to the 
profound question of what love is and 
whatit’s for and how to deal with the 
aching emptiness of its absence, we 
get a man with a knife. Who has time 
to contemplate anything, in that 
case? si 

But brainless slasher convention 
trumps the terror of a romantic din- 
ner sans romance (an excruciating 
scene involving the loudest, crunchi- 
est deep fried items) or the deep sad- 
ness of a partner who digs and digs 
but finds nothing but defense mecha- 
nisms and twisted logic—when Joe 
asks Claire, who is a sculptor, why 
she won't let him pose for her, she 
answers that she doesn’t want to see 
him as an object. Joe, not quite under- 
standing the message, pouts. Later, 
ina moment that unfortunately 
resembles the video for Lionel 
Ritchie's “Hello,” he finds a creepy 
clay bust of himself in her studio. 
Isn’t that much, much worse than a 
man with a knife, really? For most of 
us, who have no such luxury as a dis- 
tracting stalker, it should be. 

And seriously: call the police. You 
can't tell me that Joe didn’t kind of 
want something to happen. Why else 
would he even bother to pay atten- 
tion to Jed’s annoying attention? 
Why encourage him with his public 
outbursts? But the film sets us up for 
a vaguely homoerotic and misogy- 
nist psychological ride and then 
spoils it with actual, literal blood. I 
mean really. 

However preposterous the struc- 
ture of this movie, what it does 
absolutely succeed in is the brilliant 
use of colour and design. Joe and 
Claire’s apartment is as bloodless as 
the rest of the world is queasily satu- | 
rated. Twitchy handheld shots claus- 
trophobically track subjects as closely 
as Jed stalks the object of his obses- 
sion: tiny details in a shallow range 
of focus keep us entranced by every

A BIOGRAPHY OF AUTHOR CHARLES 
Bukowski seems a little redundant, 
seeing as Bukowski actively scav- 
enged his own life for material. He 
suffered an abusive childhood (the 
novel Ham on Rye); dropped out of 
college and wandered the country 
(the novel Factotum); worked ina 
post office ( the novel Post Office); 
achieved a measure of fame, which 
gave him unprecedented access to a 
string of indulgent groupies (the 
novel Womten); and saw his work 
adapted for a movie (the novel 
Hollywood). For most of his life, 
Bukowski drank heavily, lived in 
seedy neighbourhoods with seedy 
bars, went to the racetrack, suffered 
hemorrhoids, and set it all down in 
poems and short stories, often 
through the eyes of his fictional 
alter-ego Hank Chinaski. What's left 
to talk about? 

By Bukowski’s own admission, he 
was always the hero of his stories, 
which are shot through with black 
humour, misogyny, misanthropy, 
narcissism, wishful thinking, and 
inconsolable loneliness. A worth- 
while literary biography of 
Bukowski, then, would get past his 
self-mythologizing tendencies and 
offer us something of the man who 
transformed his lowlife existence 
into a well-spring of creativity and 
influence. 

John Dullaghan’s Bukowski: Born 
into This seems only slightly interest- 
ed in plumbing Bukowski’s unseen 
depths but, through careful harvest- 
ing of archival footage, gives a fuller 
picture of the man than his writing 
would on its own. 

Bukowski came to prominence at 
the end of the 1960s, after almost a 
decade of constant writing. A regu- 
lar column in the LA Free Press gave 
him a receptive audience, and an 
aspiring publisher named John 
Martin established an imprint, Black 
Sparrow Press, to print Bukowski’s 
work and put him on salary to help 
support his writing. 

Martin, along with a couple of 
Bukowski’s biographers, offer valu- 
able insight into his copious output, 
which seems wildly at odds with his 
crapulent lifestyle. Bukowski’s 
widow, Linda Lee, testifies on his 
behalf against the often hateful por- 
trayal of women you find in his 
work. And a few celebrities—Tom 
Waits, Sean Penn, Bono, Harry Dean 
Stanton—attest to his rare gift for 
Voicing his own disenfranchisement, 
which amounts to the sort of heroiz- 
ing Bukowski really would have 
liked. 

But it’s watching the man himself, 
listening to the bizarre singsong of 
his voice (gratingly aped by Mickey 
Rourke in Barfly) and, once ina 
while, seeing his mask slip that 
makes Born into This worth viewing. 
As much as he tried to conceal it, 
and as much as he indulged in 
behaviour that attested to the con-_ 
tary, that crusty old bastard had a 
heart. The first time we see his crag- 
&y, pockmarked features, he’s taking 
a hearty swig off a bottle of wine 
shouting, “What are you looking at, 











motherFUCK"” Could this possibly 
be the same guy who breaks down 
and weeps while reading one of his 
poems about a failed relationship? 
Some interview footage shot by 
Barfly director Barbet Schroeder 
shows Bukowski attacking his 
much-younger girlfriend unpro- 
voked, literally kicking her off the 
couch before lunging at her in a 
drunken rage. Then, a few scenes 
later, we see him smiling through his 
tears as he leads her to the altar. 

If Born into This doesn’t offer 





much in the way of explanation for 
Bukowski’s paradoxical nature, it at 
least injects some humanity into the 
crotchety persona Bukowski fash- 
ioned for himself and contributes at 
least that much to an understanding 
of his importance as an artist. What's 
more, its 130-minute running time 
whizzes by, which is a creditable 
quality in a filmed literary biogra- 
phy

Tt is science fiction only in the sense 
that the imagined future world pro- 
vides the unique and eerily prescient 
conditions for the crushing downfall 
of Maria Gonzalez (Samantha 
Morton). It begins on her birthday. 

Ina Blade Runner-style voiceover, 
Maria explains a dream she has had 
on her birthday about seeking a man 
ona train. She has.a set number of 
stops before she must find this man. 
Every year she gets one stop closer to 
her destination. And then she speaks 
of a man—perhaps it’s the same one 
from her dream—who has changed 
her life forever, one she can’t imagine 
never having met. 

William (Tim Robbins) is an intu- 
itive investigator of insurance fraud. 
In the future, you can get infected 
with various viruses that can give 
you new powers: perfect pitch, the 
understanding of Mandarin, or, in 
Williams case, enough empathy to 
divine another's most secret 
thoughts just from one piece of seem- 
ingly irrelevant information. ‘Tell 
me one thing about yourself,” he 
coos, right before he divines a pass- 
word from the high security offices 
of The Sphinx, a company in the cos- 
mopolitan city of Shanghai that 
determines your health risks and 
therefore controls travel visas and the 
like. The Sphinx knows all, as they 
say, in the future. == 

Someone has been issuing, fake 
visas, or papelles, as they are called. 
William has been called to Shanghai

Given the film’s obsession with 
genetic risk versus environmental 
factors, it’s certainly in thrall to the 
dull plodding of inevitability. There's 
nowhere to go with the plot. The 
Sphinx provides the unique situation 
of the providing the opposite of a 
plot twist in this film. There's no 
cheating fate when some monolithic 
power makes'it its business to con- 
trol your every movement. You 
know exactly where things are going 
to go. This isn’t The Minority Report, 
despite Morton's re-enactment of her 
haircut from that instance of prede- 
termination. We never get the sense 
that this is anything other than a cou- 
ple on the lam; there is no possibility 
that this romance will ever be any- 
thing but tragically wrong, right 
down to the requested-rape scene in 
their secret rendez-vous. The Sphinx 
does know all, and there’s no chink in 
its absolutism, How completely 
depressing. 

Nevertheless, it is true of our time 
that people will fall in love with 
exactly the wrong person, right 
down to their essential, true self. In 
the future, this may become literally, 
genetically true, as individuals may 
learn to love another body that 
despises the union down to the fibre 
of its being. Fitting its vague philoso- 
phizing, on that topic, Code 46 fea- 
tures more atmosphere than any 
actual, surprising content. Its settings

THE BEST WAY TO CONTEXTUALIZE A 
Film like Blade: Trinity is to remem- 
ber that line in Matrix Revolutions 
where the Architect explains the 
machines’ position in the battle for 
humanity by saying, “There are lev- 
els of existence we are prepared to 
accept.” This is similar to the agree- 
ment moviegoers make with super; 
hero films, knowing that, given the 
source material, certain amounts of 
disbelief must be suspended, and 
allowances must be made for comic 
book action to take center stage. 
Simply put, there are levels of 
retardation viewers are prepared to 
accept. Superman reversing Earth’s 
gravity to go back in time? Sure, 
why not? A Batsuit with rubber nip- 
ples? Mmmm, well, OK. Affleck in 
red leather? No fuckin’ way, man! 
Blade: Trinity doesn’t even attempt 
a level of retardation worthy of 
acceptance. Instead, it vomits 
unfathomably bad dialogue, laugh- 
able product placement, and ill-con- 


ceived characters spiraling helpless- - 


ly through a non-plot consisting of 
random, over-styled occurrences 
and poorly edited special effects. 
Christ, it even looks assy ona basic 
level, with several scenes being com- 
pletely over-exposed. 

Why? The technical failures aren't 
a surprise, with writer David S. 
Goyer in the director's chair for only 
the second time in his career. Story- 
wise, though, he’s the guy who 
wrote the other (decent) Blade 
movies and the classic noir-fi Dark 
City. He either suffered studio tam- 
pering ora stroke to end up with 
this 


For starters, Blade (Wesley Snipes) 
isn’t a character anymore, but a 
monotone sunglasses/coat/sword 
mannequin with tattoos that occa- 
sionally fights things. This explains 
why he isn’t all that necessary in his 
own movie. Jessica Biel as Whistler's 


briefly as Whistler) is the realstar, 


despite the fact her main character 
trait is that she likes making playlists 
on her iPod to listen to while in bat- 
tle. It's obviously the ideal way to 
stay focused in combat. é 

She leads.a band of vampire 
hunters who live like mid-"90s dot- 
commers in a house/cartoon 
weapons lab/Medicentre with a bas- 
ketball court. Ryan Reynolds plays 
her wisecracking sidekick Hannibal 
King with so much annoying atti- 
tude that he'll hopefully end his 
career with Van Wilder: Trinity. 
There are many, many levels of 
embarrassment this guy is prepared 
to accept. Natasha Lyonne also joins 
them as a blind scientist who creates 
an anti-vampire plague. 

During a time-out from being 
young, hip, and in slow-motion, the 
group rescues Blade from a vampire 
gang led by none other than Parker 
Posey—working a weird electro- 
clash groupie look. With her hench- 
men, played by Callum Keith 
Rennie, wrestler Triple H, and fel- 
low Christopher Guest movie regu- 
lar John Michael Higgins, she resur- 
rects Count Dracula from an ancient 
tomb ina bid for world vampire 
domination. Drac (Dominic Purcell) 
is lame in both his Power-Rangers- 
meet-Predator form, and his Ibiza 
Eurotrash man-whore form. He's 
evil because he kidnaps a baby and 
throws it off a roof. 

Then some other things occur— 
more kidnappings, a plot to use 
humans as cattle, the requisite 
motorbike chase, a vampire 
Pomeranian—that lead to a show- 
down between Blade and Dracula. If 
you like a lot of vampires turning 
into computer-animated burning 
skeletons, then you're... still not in 
for a treat. 

Blade: Trinity is so haphazard it’s 
as if it were created by a bunch of 
caffeine-jacked adolescents sitting 
around a campfire taking turns 
telling a part of the fale: “And then 
Blade shows up and says something

Pictures by acclaimed Canadian 
playwright Sharon Pollock. The pro- 
duction, directed by Heather Inglis, 
features Pollock in her first on-stage 
foray in many years and a cast com- 
prised members of this year’s 
Bachelor of Fine Arts Acting pro- 
gram’s graduating class.

Pollock's take on the Shipman 
saga is a non-linear narrative, focus- 
ing ona triptych of personae—all 
facets of Nell Shipman. They are 
Helen Barnham, Shipman’s real 
name; Nell Shipman, the film 
maker; and finally Shipman, the 
aged woman living in destitution 
and obscurity dependent on the 
good will of friends. The men in her 
life are portrayed variously by two 
male actors. The set up in Moving 
Pictures consists of contrasting, 
scenes and vignettes from 
Shipman’s life layered upon each 
other to create a theatrical effect 
much like the filmic double expo- 
sure. The three women argue ina 
style reminiscent of David Mamet, 
hashing over different incidents na 
life coloured by a fixed vision. 

Strangely, given the subject mat- 
ter, the play is rather inert. Time and 
again, the audience is shown the 
artist, the loner, striving in the face 
of indifference and male oppression 
to make her voice heard; her films 
aren’t marketable because there's no 
cleavage, no villain, no “it.” Her 
relationships fall apart, her 
menagerie of pet wildlife dies, she 
faces financial ruin and obscurity. 
Asan idea, Moving Pictures is fasci- 
nating; as drama it falls short. The 
audience has no reason to care for 
Nell Shipman and the pioneering 
vision she represented, this isn’t to 
say a script must play upon a senti- 
mental string, but there is no real 
feeling of resonance and relevance 
here. 

Heather Inglis’s direction is fine 
on the Timms stage, well-paced and 
making effective use of a large two 
tier set. The cast too, turns in some 
lovely work—Candace Woloshyn as 
Nell Shipman bears an eerie resem- 
blance to the real woman and per- 
forms with conviction. Kelly ; 
Spilchak is also fine, as are Stephen 
Kent and Mark Jenkins. Pollock her- 
self turns in a strong, rmanice as

Nutcracker, A Ballet Fantasy thrilled 
its audience to a standing ovation 
Thursday. 

Edmonton’‘s Shumka Dancers and 
The Kyiv Ballet have been touring 
the production for seven years, but 
have previously left Edmonton out 
of their tour, in deference to Alberta 
Ballet's annual production. 
However, with Alberta Ballet dis- 
placed from its usual stage during 
renovations at the Jubilee, indepen- 
dent producer and former Shumka 
dancer Michael Sulyma embraced 
the chance to dance on the Shoctor’s 
smaller stage. 

The lavish production boasts new 
choreography set on an excellent 
company, a return to E.T.A. 
Hoffman’s original story, and the 
addition of both the music and

dance of Ukranian Hopak. The 
music blended well into 
Tchaikovsky's Nutcracker, and the 
virtuosic trademark dance, choreo- 
graphed by John Pichlyk swirled full 
of action, everybody i in red, filling 
the boots of all expectations. 

Ranking third among Eastern 
European companies, the Kyiv Ballet 
has produced some very good 
dancers from its school. However, 
confirming the assertion that some 
of the company’s stronger dancers 
have been drawn elsewhere, a gap is 
evident between the current roster’s 
principals and some of its other 
members. Andrei Gura (The 
Nutcracker Prince) was muscular 
and athletic, Natalia Lazebnikova 
(Maria) was exquisite, and both 
were comfortably sophisticated 
whether partnering or displaying 
virtuostic talent. Toshito Kinosito as 
Fritz and the Chinese dancer was 
charming: like many of the other 
men, he showed much potential. 
Dmytro Klyiavin as Drosselmeier, 
was a commanding actor who gave 
us chills as he flared his flowing 
cape, designed by Maria Levitska. 
Her costumes were beautiful, but 
ae interfered with the 

choreography. Her stunning but 
humongous set on the small sta 
also hampered some dancing. The 
nutcracker toy itself was huggably 
stuffed, a soft nut who starred in an 
entertaining dance while Maria and 
Fritz manoeuvred its limbs. 

The memorable Grand Waltz, like

boring, I need some colour.’ 

“(had some felt lying around, so | 
just cuta little naive flower out of some 
pieces of felt, wrapped some vintage 
ribbon around it, pinned it to my 
sweater and went out, and everyone at 
the show asked me about the pin, told 
me how much they liked it.” 

The inevitable followed: all of her 
friends wanted one, then people asked 
where they got them, and “then Ijust 
decided to try selling them at a couple 
of stores, and it worked out. That's 
how I started with the crafty stuff.” 

Beyond crafty, did you ever think 
felt could be luxurious? No? Clearly 
you haven't seen Langford’s pins: 
boldly coloured felt flowers with over- 
size, sharp petals, accentuated with lit- 
tle pearls in the middle—slightly 


indulgent without being totally elabo- 
rate, they’re a standout—and it was 
these very pins that tipped me off to 
Langford and her busy hands. 
Heartfelt doesn’t stop at the signa- 
ture felt florals; Langford reworks vin- 
tage purses with stencils and spray 
paint so that they pretty much 
announce their own arrival; makes col- 
lars and chokers reminiscent only of... 
cupcakes; and builds finely detailed 
chain jewelry embellished with deli- 
cate stones, tiny beads, pearls, and 
shiny pendants of leaves and foliage. 


DIFFRENT STROKES 

When looking at an array of 
Langford’s work, you are initially 
struck with the apparent discord 
between the various styles she designs 
within. Intricate beading seems out of 
place next to the brash clutches; the felt 
appears so new and childlike when 
held up against a necklace with a sil- 
ver-and-white-lacquer leaf that already 
has a history of its own. Is the vast dif- 
ference in style a contradiction in 
Langford’s work? 

Quite the opposite; it’s simply that 
Langford’s influences and resulting 
tastes are both instinctive and eclectic, 
and the resulting jewelry is intensely 
personal yet at the same time, com- 
pletely inclusive. 

“Y’ve always had a penchant for vin- 
tage jewelry,” Langford explains, “1 
have quite a fondness for mid-century, 
avant-garde type stuff: I'm a big fan of 
Line Vautrin, Matisse /Renoir, early 
Miriam Haskell; they’ve all been huge 
influences on the things that I like 
to see. 

“Ym all over the map as far 
as my'taste is concemed: my 
bags are late’70s early’80s 
punk rock, to my chokers 
looking very much like 
candy-coloured pastries, 
and | make jewelry that 
looks a lot like seaweed and 
moss and blowing leaves.” 

The punk clutches make per- 
fect sense; Langford loves music 
above all else, and the instant witty 
attitude the purses exude clones 
Langford’s own; the organic qualities 
of her more ornate bead and metal 
work is reminiscent of the designers 
she cites, and directly influenced by 
nature—but pastries? 

Some of Langford’s details and 
colour do remind of icing and fine dec- 
orations, and of course, it immediately 
makes perfect sense: “Aesthetically I'm 
really attracted to pretty pastries. It'sa 
details thing, and that really comes out 
in my work: everything is handmade, 
all of the decisions are made in the 
process of doing it—from the simplest 
little sweater flower to the most com- 
plicated beaded link necklace. I put a 
lot of detail into them. 

“The best thing about going intoa 
pastry shop is how beautiful it is, and 
to me that really is the same experience 
as going into a jewelry store. So much 
love and care has been put into deco- 
rating these things and they’re so pret- 
ty; they use all these beautiful soft 
colours, and tiny handmade details— 
you know I don’t really see that kind of 
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craft being much dif 
ferent than sewing 
something per- 
fectly or crafting a 
piece of jewelry: 
the same sort of 
love an passion 
goes into it. 
“And they're 
adorable, let’s 
be honest.” 

Beyond cup- 
cakes, punk rock, 
leaves, and even 
people who have 
fascinated to the point 
of influencing Heartfelt, 
Langford reveals that the 
materials she uses havea 
huge hand in mapping the final 
piece. And evidently, as no two pieces 
are exactly the same.

JAZZ FANS IN EDMONTON WILL RAISE 
a glass this weekend and toast the 
20th birthday of the Yardbird Suite. 
No mean feat, considering the 
whims of the music business. In fact, 
the Yardbird is totally unique in 


North America—a club owned by 
the 400 members of the Edmonton 
Jazz Society, and a not-for-profit 
organization. 

The first performance at the cur- 
rent location of the Yardbird Suite 
took place in the fall of 1984, but 
there were at least four previous 
locations, dating back to 1957. The 
first “Suite” opened up at 10444 
Whyte Avenue (actually in the base- 
ment around the back) with a per-

house; the building already hada 
small theatre and restaurant and 
with a little work we got it going.

In fact, the Yardbird has flirted 
with the idea of paid staff in the past, 
with near disastrous results. “We 
attempted to have a paid manager 
and some staff but it didn’t work at 
all—morale sank and the whole atti- 
tude around the club was terrible. 
We went back to an all-volunteer sit- 
uation in 1992, and things turned 
around right away. Monique 
Bielech, our longest serving volun- 
teer, was a big part of that successful 
reorganization. We'll be recognizing 
her contributions over the years with 
a special presentation this Friday 
night. We'll also be presenting Marc 
Vasey with a lifetime membership to 
show our appreciation for his part in 
making the Suite a reality.” 

As always, though, it’s about the 
music, and this weekend will be no 
exception as over a dozen players 
will take the stage at various times. 
While a few details are still up in the 
air, Magill says, “It’s looking like 
Friday will feature Don Berner, Bill 
Jamieson, Bob Tildesley, Ken 
Chaney and Tom Doran in the first 
set. We'll also get Mike Lent, Tom 
Foster, Jim Pinchin, Ron Johnson, 
Bobby Cairns, and Judy Singh up 
there before we're done and havea 
jam to wind up the night.” 

Saturday will be no less special 
with Senator Tommy Banks taking 
part, along with Kent Sangster, Jim 
Pinchin, and many special guests. 

The weekend is also a time to look 
ahead. “Over the next three years 
we're going to be doing some major 
work at the suite”, Magill explains, 
“We want to expand our capacity up 
to 250, remove some pillars that 
obstruct sight lines, move the front 
door to 103 Street, and shift the loca- 
tion of the bar. Next June we'll be 
working in tandem with the Jazz 
City Festival to present shows.”

IT STARTS THE WAY MOST PHONE INTERVIEWS 
do: “What are you wearing? 

Bil Heatherington, mic-strangler and 
onstage focal point of Calgary garage 
rockers The Neckers, cops to a red 
sweater and nothing more. 

Unless the record store he works for 
has instituted Very Casual Fridays, his 
answer stretches credulity. As do many of 
his replies to standard interview ques- 
tions.

“MOST OF THE TIME, \'M FEELING SOMETHING 
and | have to write it down,” says Colleen 
Brown. “I think what comes out is a piece 
of me.” Brown, like most artists who are 
just starting out, can’t describe her life as 
“normal.” The fledgling 22 year-old 
singer-songwriter has been known to 
work at the Winspear Centre, teach voice 
lessons, and don go-go boots to perform 
at the Kit Kat Club. Brown says her expe- 
riences allow her to share a certain bond 
with her audience, connecting through 
earthy themes all parties can relate to. 
Having recently graduated from the vocal 
performance program at Grant MacEwan, 
Brown wanted to showcase the songs 
she had been working on for the past four 
years and ended up recording her debut 
CD, A Peculiar Thing, with the help of col- 
laborators Doug Organ (who played key- 
board and produced the album), Peter 
Belec (guitar), Jay Cairns (bass), and 
Greg Ferguson (drums). Influenced by 
the works of Tori Amos, James Taylor, 
and Joni Mitchell, Brown reveals a strong 
emotional voice and thoughtful songwrit- 
ing on the CD; she also displays her tal- 
ents on piano, an instrument she has 
been playing since she was six years old. 
“It was sort of enforced on us at the begin- 
ning,” admits Brown, who was pushed by 
her parents to play music as a child. “I 
realized later on, around age 12 or 13, that 
it was helpful when you want to write 
songs.” Producing her first demo at 16, 
Brown eventually left her hometown of 
Lloydminster to study music in Edmonton. 
Strongly influenced by teacher and mentor 
Rick Garn, who passed away last March 
(the album is dedicated to him), Brown 
decided to “not do the responsible thing” 
by going into music education in 
Saskatoon, opting for performance at 
Grant MacEwan. The gamble seems to 
have paid off, and Brown is already tooking 
into the future, having started to write new 
material on guitar instead of piano and get- 
ting in touch with her rock ’n’ roll side. “If 
you come to the CD release you'll get to 
see some of that,” announces Brown. “I'm 
really excited about what I'm going to do 
on the next,one.”

When Mike Browning and his Ox coun- 
terparts released the highly-praised alt- 
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country Dustbow! Revival in 2002, they 
had no idea that it would send them tour- 
ing for the following two and a half years. 
Over that period of time, the band went to 
the UK three times and built a strong fol- 
Jowing internationally. “The record has 
done so well. It's been picked up and re- 
released in different countries over the last 
year and a half,” explains Browning. “It 
became new again.” Browning and Co. are 
not the type of people to rest on their lau- 
rels, however. Ox are ready to get back into 
the studio in Vancouver over the 
Christmas season, pausing for a quick 
stop in Edmonton on the way to the 
Pacific. “It's going to be kinda weird,” he 
says. “It's going to bea strange atmos- 
phere. | love Vancouver, but being from 
Norther Ontario, I'm used to a white 
Christmas.” The band had little choice. 
Tours have been scheduled for spring next 
year, including another one in the UK, and 
most band members had little time to 
spare except during the holidays season. 
Browning also felt it would put him in the 
right kind of mind frame to create his for- 
lorn, weather-beaten melodies, with an 
added emphasis on the more rocking 
aspects of Ox. “Part of what I'm shooting 
for with this next record is what it means 
to be a band and doing what we're 
doing,” says Browning. “It's about being 
on the road all the time and the things we 
sacrifice. On the other hand, there are the 
things you're sacrificing them for and 
what you're getting out of it. The fact that 
we're leaving for Christmas is almost the 
most fitting, because we're living that 
experience.”

Kim Barlow's path has taken her from 
Quebec to Nova Scotia to university in 
Florida. She’s been living in and writing 
about the Yukon for some years now, and 
with Lucky Burden, her third full length 
CD, she has become a bard of the place. 

Kim Barlow states that her muses are 
“lonely old hung-over miners.” The 
songs on Lucky Burden are centered in 
Keno City, a silver mining town active for 
75 years, shut down in 1989. People 
came from all over the world to make a 
living there, 400 km north of Whitehorse. 
Today 14 residents remain. 

Her songs cover a range of topics: a 
bush wife alone with her babies, longing 
for her absent husband (“Madonna Mia”); 
men’s resolute pride in work (“Bush 
Pilot” and “Silver Under the Ground”); 
and the profound healing quality of soli- 
tude, which at some level motivates just 
about anyone who makes their way to the 
edge of the wilderness (“Fires”). 

Barlow's writing has settled into a con- 
fident delivery that unwinds at a northern 
pace, where telling stories and remem- 
bering old timers is important—tt’s both 
the only entertainment and the only histo- 
ry that's likely to be recorded. I'm sure

And the source 
of all this apocalyptic angst? Look no fur- 
ther than the lyrics to “Blueprint of the 
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Fall”: “The lies like bombs tum to the 
shock and awe for justice in time / and a 
land for justice never was one thief to rule 
them all.” Although the songs were obvi- 
ously penned before the election, Exile in 
Oblivion smacks of a gloomy reaction to 
the Bush government's Second Reich.

FINE DINING IS ALL WELL AND GOOD, 
but sometimes a body just needs a 
heapin’ helpin’ of quality pub grub 
and a well-pulled pint in convivial 
surroundings. If one is a theatre afi- 
cionado, the search for said pub or 
bar can be a bit difficult, given the 
popularity of sports-themed drink- 
ing establishments, or indeed the 
watering holes with music cranked 
to eardrum perforating levels. Call 
me weird, but I like to talk to my 
friends, not scream at them. 

How comforting then, to know 
that nestled in the heart of the Old 
Strathcona Theatre District, there’s 
the Next Act Pub. Known variously 
as the NA, Nah, or for some inex- 
plicable reason, the “Schmackt,” this 
is the place to hang ona Friday or 
Saturday evenings. On those nights, 
the lust-filled Improvisational 
Theatre fan can observe a veritable 
galaxy of Improv shining lights— 
Jana O'Conner, Mark Meer, Davina 
Stewart, Dana Anderson, Jeff 
Haslam—the list goes on. (not to 
mention casts of shows playing in 
the various theatres around town). 
Theatre geeks are pretty well guar- 


anteed to get whiplash. Any of these 
thespians will be more than glad to 
say hi, especially if you buy them a 
drink. 

The beer selection is good and 
well priced, as are the requisite high- 
balls—I don’t recommend the marti- 
ni, but that’s why Devlin’s is just a 
few blocks away. The Next Act is a 
pub, not a swanky martini bar 
Barkeep Jason and his cohorts keep 
the liquid and solid refreshments 
flowing, the music isn’t too loud 
and, if you're too hot, they'll open 
the back door to let the breezes flow; 
conversely, if you suddenly find 
yourself shivering, they'll close said 
door. The only drawback to spend- 
ing an evening at The Next Act is the 
establishment's unique olfactory 
atmosphere redolent of a decade of 

smoke and deep-frying. Should you 
experience a blackout and forget the 
night before, your clothes will 
remind you in the morning. 

Fragrance notwithstanding, the 
NA has a fairly extensive menu fea- 
turing burgers (The Original, The 
Classic, The Works), assorted chick- 
en grills, nachos, chicken fingers, 
spring rolls, green onion cakes, 
chicken wings, a steak sandwich, a 
hot dog platter, soups and salads— 
whatever your fat/carbohydrate 


craving, they've got it covered. A 
typical Friday evening spent in the 
company of my friends will feature 
several rounds of rum and cokes, 
pints of Molson Canadian, and my 
favourite barley-infused tipple, 
Sleeman’s Honey Brown. Cold and 
refreshing! 

The bill of fare: The Works, home 
made patty on a Kaiser, loaded with 
cheese, mushrooms, bacon, lettuce 
tomato and onion with a generous 
helping of home cut fries on the side. 
Although the kitchen could stand to 
change the fat in the fryer a bit more 
often, the fries are great: thickly cut, 
skin still on, lightly dusted with a 
soupcon of seasoning salt. Also on 
the table, a mound of nachos groan- 
ing under the weight of cheese and 
veggies, accompanied by salsa, sour 
cream and—for an extra charge— 
guacamole. The grilled chicken 
sandwiches boast real breast meat, 
and the chicken fingers, with their 
side of fries and plum sauce; also hit 
the spot on a cold evening. There are 
no desserts, so that sweet craving 
engendered by much beer and salt 
will remain unsated 

It's not fancy by any stretch of the 
palate, but the NA possesses a com- 
fortable familiarity—many a friend- 
ship or deal has been struck up 
under the vintage rock posters—and 
despite the staff's distressing tenden- 
cy to close before last call (much to 
the chagrin of the late night atten- 
dees of Chimprov and Oh Susanna!) 
there aren’t too many better places to 
while away an evening. Cheers.

Citizen Kane is Orson 
Welles’s greatest achievement and a landmark of 
cinema history. The story charts the rise and fall 
of a newspaper publisher whose wealth and 
power ultimately isolates him in his castle-like 
refuge.
